A request for information 
connected with the recent au- 
dit and State Police investiga- 
tion of the 34th District Court 
in Romulus has been denied 
by the State Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office in Lansing. 

Susan Willett, editor and 
publisher of the Associated 
Newspapers had filed a request 
for information on the two 
probes under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

In a letter dated Oct 6, 1993, 
Stanley D. Steinborn, chief as- 
sistant Attorney General, 
wrote in reply to Willett’s Sept. 
29 information request, “the 
records you seek are protected 
from disclosure by the FOLA.” 

The act states as follows: A 
public body may exempt from 
disclosure as a public record 
under this act any investigat- 
ing records compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, but 
only to the extent that dis- 
closure as a public record 
would do any of the following: 

• Interfere with law enforce- 
ment proceedings. 

• Deprive a person of the 
right to a fair trial or impartial 
administrative adjudication. 

• Constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. 

• Disclose the identity of a 
confidential source, or if the 
record is compiled by a crimi- 
nal law enforcement agency in 
the course of a criminal inves- 
tigation, disclose confidential 
information furnished only by 
a confidential source. 

• Disclose law enforcement 
investigative techniques or 
procedures. 

• Endanger the life or physi- 
cal safety of law enforcement 
personnel. 

Steinborn added, “In this 
instance, the Department of 
Treasury, Local Government 
Audit Division, conducted an 
audit of the 34th District Court 
in Romulus. 

“The audit was forwarded to 
this office and is being re- 
viewed by attorneys in our 
Criminal Division. We have de- 
termined that release of the

1 2-year 

abatement

The Romulus City Council 
approved a requested 12-year 
tax abatement for $280 million 
dollars worth of building im- 
provements and added ma- 
chinery at the GM Powertrain 
Group building on Ecorse 
Road Monday night. 

This was the second time in 
five months that GM execu- 
tives appeared before the City 
Council to seek tax abate- 
ments on projects they claim 
could lead to the creation of 
615 new jobs here.

This is the second of three sto- 
ries on the uncontested races in 
Romulus this November. The fi- 
nal article on incumbent City 
Treasurer Jim Napiorkowski will 
appear next week. 

Incumbent Romulus City 
Clerk Linda Choate openly 
states she “loves” her job in 
City Hall. 

Ironically Choate, who will 
be seeking her sixth two year 
term on Nov. 2, feels the elec- 
tion day ballot process gives 
her the biggest challenge. 

And, if all goes well later 
this month and the City Coun- 
cil approves the purchase of 
modern new election ma- 
chines, this could mark the fi- 
nal use of the “dinosaurs” (the 
term tagged on the cumber- 
some old machines currently 
used in city elections.) 

Choate once again is run- 
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ning unopposed for the city 
clerk’s job. She refrains from 
stating why she thinks no one 
else seeks the position, “be- 
cause I don’t want to jinx my- 
self.” 

She can remember when 
she first sought the chance to 
work in the clerk’s office back 
in June 1973 and the several 
promotions she received dur- 
ing the next eight years. 

In 1981, Choate said, the in- 
cumbent City Clerk Lawrence 
Folmer opted to run for mayor 
and she was encouraged to run 
for the clerk’s post. 

Choate said she didn’t have 
her heart in it at that time and 
lost to Ray Cantrell. 

Two years later Choate said 
she had a change of heart and 
decided she really wanted the 
position, campaigned hard 
and the voters elected her. 

“I have never taken this job 
lightly,” Choate said, “because 
I love meeting with the citizens 


who frequent the office each 
day.” 

While limited city funds 
have kept her from making 
some changes recently, Choate 
is proud that election ma- 
chines and computers have 
simplified procedures in the 
clerk’s office and cut the 
chances of errors substan- 
tially. 

But even before the technol- 
ogy updates took effect, Choate 
said she was proud of her of- 
fice following a voter recount. 

“I’ve always instructed my 
staff that we can’t drop the ball 
in any election, because the fi- 
nal result is too important,” 
she continued. 

“We were really thrilled 
when they checked our elec- 
tion day work and found we 
didn't make a mistake on any 
votes,” Choate said. 

Another key function of her

For 14 years Nancy Spears 
of Romulus was numb, saying 
she couldn’t understand why 
Wayne County Sheriffs author- 
ities couldn’t find her sister’s 
killer. 

Then suddenly last Novem- 
ber, Spears was notified that 
Wayne County Sheriffs inves- 
tigators had filed a warrant for 
open murder against her mur- 
dered sister’s fomer live-in 
lover, Daniel Dowling, who 
was now living in Virginia. 

Both Spears and her sister, 
Beverly Burress of Taylor, an- 
swered in unison, when asked 
what there emotions were 
when Dowling’s arrest was an- 
nounced. 

“We were in our glory,’' they 
exclaimed simultaneously. 

Their hopes were that Dowl- 
ing would'be quickly arrested, 
arraigned, tried and convicted 
of the murder of their sister. 
Joanne Lincoln. 

The felt they wanted swift 


action by the judicial system 
not for personal vengeance, 
but to attone for the snuffing 
out of their sister’s life at the 
age of 23 and the emotional 
damage the killing had on Lin- 
coln’s two small sons. 

Almost immediately Spears 
found the judicial system was 
not working the way they ex- 
pected. 

First, came the constant de- 
lays in bringing Dowling back 
to Romulus. While the war- 
rants were served in Novem- 
ber 1992, Dowling didn’ 
appear in the 34th District 
Court until February 1993. 

Even his trip from Virginia 
to Michigan was against a Vir- 
ginia judge’s order. He was 
supposed to be transported by 
police authorities, but unex- 
pectedly appeared ‘‘un- 
escorted except for his 
attorney” in Romulus. 

He was arraigned in Ro- 
mulus and the charge of open 
murder was bound over to Re-

Board slashes school budget 


Romulus Community School Board members slashed more 
than $500,000 from the 1993-94 budget Monday night, as Super- 
intendent of Schools Dr. William Bedell called the effort a 
“painful process that could continue because many of the 
normal pro-education forces in Michigan appear to be too 
intimidated to fight Gov. (John) Engler’s anti-public school 
agenda.” 

Bedell said Engler’s school reform plan as outlined on Oct. 
5 in Lansing is a “disaster for the tri-county area (Wayne, 
Oakland and Macomb). It will only help the small rural school 
districts of the Upper Peninsula. 

“I just can’t understand why we are having such trouble 
getting local state representatives to speak out on the issue,” 
Bedell complained. 

School board member Kenneth Berlinn added “I’ve talked 
to various school board officials across the state since Engler 
spoke last week and all seem to be opposed to the governor’s 
plans. 

“In fact the feeling is so strong in school board circles now 
that they no longer refer Engler by name...instead they pref- 
ace their comments with parts of the human anatomy when 
referring to him,” Berlinn said with a smile. 

Two planned Romulus budget cuts received a first-round 
bye, but will be activated during the school district second 
semester beginning Jan. 31. 


They are the planned cuts in the high school attendance 
department ($40,000) and 75 percent of a high school math- 
science position ($45,000). 

A third cut ($35,000) originally planned for immediate im- 
plementation (2.5 positions for in-house suspension services) 
will be delayed until the 1994-95 school year. 

Among the cuts ordered by the board were: No school- 
purchased food for staff members, $2,000; only emergency 
overtime payments, $3,000; all out-of-state travel must be ap- 
proved by school board, $20,000; no field trips, $10,000; in 
service cuts, $25,000; supplies 10-percent cut, $50,000; three- 
fifths of an elementary school physical education position, 
$40,000; cut three social workers on elementary school level,’ 
$140,000; cut board of education services and supplies,* 
$37,800; cut administrative services and supplies, $34,400 and 
cuts in principals’ services and supplies, $21,000. 

Also slated for second-semester budget cuts are: changes in 
high school and middle school classes, $90,000; four-fifths of a 
department head, $24,000 and one high school counselor 
$30,000. 

The cuts were approved following a more than half-hour 
executive session by a unanimous 6-0 board vote with board 
member Pat Patterson absent from the session. 

The budget cut listed for 1994-95 at this time is $1,298,200,

Hazardous well 
meeting tonight

A crowd of Romulus resi- 
dents is expected to attend a 
public meeting at 6:30 tonight 
to listen and express their con- 
cerns about the hazardous liq- 
uid waste well currently being 
constructed in the city. 

City Clerk Linda Choate has 
posted a notice that advises 
city residents that the meeting 
will be conducted in the audi 
torium of the Romulus Senior 
High School from 6:30 to about 
11 p.m. 

The listed reason is to dis- 
cuss pumping of hazardous 
and non-hazardous liquid 
waste in a Class 1 deep dis- 
posal well located on Wahr- 


man Road, north of Northline 
Road. 

The injection of liquid 
wastes is slated to begin next 
spring if the Romulus area 
well passes all Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) and 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) tests and re- 
quirements. 

In addition to Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems Inc. geol- 
ogists and other scientists, 
invited representatives in- 
clude those from the EPA, 
state DNR, Congressman Will- 
iam Ford’s office, Sen. William 
Faust’s office and Rep. Gre- 
gory Pitoniak’s office. 

Romulus residents and all 
interested parties are invited 
to attend and join in the ques- 
tion and answer period.

corders Court by 34th District 
Court Judge Henry 
Zaborowski. Dowling was 
bailed out a short time later, 
but was ordered not to leave 
the state. 

Despite the fact he faced a 
murder conviction, Dowling 
suddenly was found to be back 
at his auto business in Vir- 
ginia. 

The judicial system Finally 
set a Nov. 2, 1993 trial date for 
Dowling. But even that didn’t 
hold, as Dowling’s lawyer was 
able to enter a “no contest” 
plea in August and as a bonus 
was able to select the judge 
who would sentence his client 
a month later. 

Dowling and his attorney se- 
lected Recorders Court Judge 


Harvey Tennen, a judge known 
for lighter than normal sen- 
tences. 

Spears and 14 other family 
members appeared in court 
Sept. 14, the date set for Dow- 
ling’s sentencing. 

Spears poured her heart out 
to Tennen explaining the hurt 
Dowling had caused her fam 

iiy. 

The final indignation hit on 
Sept. 21, Spears said, when her 
family’s collective heart was 
pierced once again, as Tennen 
sentenced Dowling to a 2-1/2- 
year to 15-year prison term. 

“The judge seemed more 
upset over some recent flood 
damage done to Dowling’s Vir- 
ginia property, than to the 
damage Dowling caused our 
family,” Spears cried. 

Spears, who describes her- 
self as a normally mild person, 
said lf f became justifiably out- 
raged. I felt we were being

office, Choate explains, is to 
keep the communication lines 
open both inside City Hall and 
within the community as a 
whole.

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Accident victim 


continues

The victim of an auto acci- 
dent on Michigan Avenue in 
Wayne last week is fighting for 
his life at the University of 
Michigan Hospital. 

Westland resident Michael 
Burge, 19, is suffering from 
multiple injuries and short 
term memory loss, according 
to his aunt, Kathleen Israel. 

“He was at home most of the 
day before the accident,” Is- 
rael said. “Around 4:45 p.m. he 
left when Daniel Daughtry 
came to ask him to go for a 
ride. He had nothing to do with 
stealing the car as reported in 
the first story on Sunday.” 

Contrary to what was re- 
ported in the Sunday Eagle and 
Enterprise last weekend, it was 
Westland resident Daniel Al- 
exander Daughtry, 15, not 
Burge, who was driving the 
white convertible Mustang be- 
fore the car slammed into a 
guard rail off Michigan Avenue 
at approximately 5 p.m. Oct. 5. 

Daughtry was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Annapolis 
Hospital as a result of the 
crash. 

The vehicle had been stolen 
at 2 a.m. Oct. 5 from a Wayne 
home. Wayne police Lt. Mel 
Drews confirmed Monday that 
Burge was not involved in the 
theft 

“At this point in the investi- 
gation, it was Daughtry who 
had stolen the vehicle from the 
home in Wayne,” Drews said. 
“There is no indication at this 
time that Michael Burge was 
involved in the incident, how- 
ever, we are still continuing an 
investigation.” 

Israel said Daughtry lived 
down the street from her 
nephew, and he wasn’t really a 
friend of Burge. 

“Michael was bored that day 
and just wanted something to 
do,” Israel said. “When Daugh- 
try pulled up to the house and 
asked him to go for a ride, he 
got in. My nephew didn’t know

the car was stolen.” 

Daughtry had allegedly 
been driving the Mustang 
around the Wayne- Westland 
area throughout the day, ac- 
cording to Wayne Police Chjef" 
John Colligan. 

“We had received informa- 
tion from Westland police that 
they had seen the car west- 
bound on Ford Road earlier in 
the day,” Colligan said. “We 
were later notified that the car 
was traveling on westbound 
Michigan Avenue.” 

Wayne police officer Martin 
Boisvert tried to stop the car at 
Second Street. Daughtry al- 
legedly tried to avoid the po- 
lice and drove off at a high rate 
of speed. 

Boisvert decided not to fol- 
low the vehicle in order to 
avoid an accident 

“The officer continued fol- 
lowing and was on Elizabeth 
when the crash occurred,” Col- 
ligan said. “The two individ- 
uals were not wearing 
seatbelts at the time. They 
were thrown from the car.”

Funeral services were 
scheduled Oct. 8 at the Uht Fu 
neral Home in Westland for 
Daughtry. He was buried at the 
Cadillac Memorial Gardens

Daughtry is survived by his 
parents; Claude Daughtry and 
Lana Lindenbaum; as well as 
his grandparents, Beatrice 
Gust, Earlana and Bob McGill 
and Harry Kelly; one brother 
and two sisters, and many 
aunts, uncles and cousins.

A hard call 

Next Monday, voters in the Wayne-Westland school 
district will be asked to approve a 6-mill tax levy to fund 
programs for one year. 

After a great deal of debate and much discussion about 
the issue, we would urge voters to approve this measure in 
light of the present situation throughout our state and the 
chaos which now surrounds school finance. 

More than $12 million has been cut in programs 
throughout the district and many classes, extra-curricular 
activities and programs are integral to a well-rounded and 
adequate education for children. In light of the property- 
tax cut and the lack of funding, we would ask that voters 
approve, for one year this millage. 

We would hope that, at the end of that time, more would 
be known about the state tax plan to fund schools and the 
need for additional funds examined carefully. 

We urge a YES vote on Tuesday. 

Students, parents and administrators in the district have 
sen t us letters regarding their arguments for, and against, this 
proposal. We have chosen two, one from a student, and one 
from the Superintendent of the Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas, as guest editorials thus week. 

A plea for help 

Taxes, taxes and more taxes. It seems that every time 
you tum around you are being forced to pay a new tax and 
sometimes it is hard to understand where all of your 
money is going. Well, more money is needed. It is needed 
to fund the public schools. 

On Oct. 18, the Wayne-Westland school district is having 
a millage election. If the millage is passed it will be appar- 
ent where your money is going. The money will be used for 
the most valuable resource we have today, children. 

With last spring’s defeat of the millage, the Wayne- 
Westland schools have been living in a nightmare. The loss 
of money has forced the biggest cutbacks in the district’s 
history. The long list includes elimination of busing, teach 
layoffs, and a pay-to-play for sports and expressive arts, 
closing of school libraries and many more important pro- 
grams. 

You may be saying right now, “I don’t have any kids in 
school, why should I have to worry? It’s not my problem.” It 
is your problem.

Board member 
explains finance 

To the editor: 

Much has been happening 
in education lately at the state 
level that will have a very sig- 
nificant impact on Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools. 

As many of your readers 
know, it is basically an earth- 
quake with after shocks to roll 
on for the next decade- 
probably longer. 

The one key ingredient that 
must be focused on now- 
IMMEDIATELY-is the funding 
plan that has been proposed 
by Governor John Engler. 

In Wayne-Westland, our last 
fiscal year, July 31, 1992 to 
June *30, 1993, was based on 
revenue generated by 47.12 
mills. This fiscal year, ‘93-’94, is 
based on revenue generated 
by 37.14 mills. The change in 
mills was caused by the over- 
whelming defeat of our 6 mill 
renewal proposal and Headlee 
Override on April 6. 

We are now operating on 
9.98 mills less than last year. 
We are also spending $6.5 mil- 
lion of our fund balance and 
another $400,000 we trans- 
ferred to the general fund 
from our building and site 
fund. We depleted these re- 
serves to ensure as many pro- 
grams as possible for our 
students. 

All of this funding explana- 
tion leads up to what the gover- 
nor is recommending, 
especially his basic giant pro 
posal. (The basic grant is the 
amount of money districts get 
for each student.) It will be 
based on the *93- 94 fiscal year 
revenues -not expenditures. 
Even with all of the cuts we 
have made, we are spending 
$6.9 million more than we have 
coming in 

His recommendations are 
also based on no more than a 
2-percent increase in revenue 


for fiscal year ‘94-’95. Please 
remember, this is the only 
money we will receive since 
property taxes have been elim- 
inated as a revenue source for 
schools. 

This year, ‘93-94, we are re- 
ceiving $671 less per-pupil for 
a total loss in revenue of 
$10,978,000 from last year. If 
this becomes a permanent con- 
dition of revenue per pupil (by 
state law) from here to infinity, 
we will never be able to offer 
the programs we had last year. 
NEVER! 

That’s scary. 

So, what can we do about it? 

We are in the process of con- 
tacting our elected officials in 
Lansing and imploring them 
to: 

1) Base the grant on expen- 
ditures instead of revenues. 
(Remember, we are spending 
$6.9 million more that we have 
coming in.) 

2) Consider the highest per- 
pupil revenue over the past 
three years for the basic gi ant. 

Both of these solutions 
would have a positive impact 
on district statewide because 
most districts are depleting 
their fund balances. There is 
no guarantee the state will do 
either but all of our collective 
voices could make a difference 
so I’m asking your readers to 
contact their legislators as 
well. 

What else can we do? 

We can increase our reve- 
nue by passing the 6-mill pro- 
posal on Monday, Oct. 18. If we 
can get our revenue up, our ba- 
sic grant will better reflect the 
programs we offer our stu- 
dents. 

The Oct. 18 millage election 
is a much bigger election than 
we can ever imagine. I ask that 
your readers study this letter 
and study the governor’s rec- 
ommendations.

Why is the 6.0 
millage levy 
important to the 

Wayne-Westland

Without approval of this millage, under the 
State's proposed new school finance plan, our 
revenues will be limited for future years and 
many important programs will be lost. 


In recent weeks, the Board of Education has been able to restore 
secondary transportation, elementary art, music and physical 
education and 1/2 of the elementary IMC clerks, due to recent 
increased revenues from the S \te. However, there are over 6 
million dollars of programs ant services which will not be re- 
stored without a 6.0 millage levy.

Robichaud coach suffers double whammy

It definitely wasn’t coach Bob Yauck’s or Ro 
bichaud High School’s week. 

Or Michigan’s and Tyrone Wheatley’s. 

Twenty-four hours after his team was stunned 
by an unheralded Highland Park team, the vet- 
eran Robichaud coach Yauck found his “TV ca- 
reer” on hold. 

Earlier last week, Yauck had been contacted 
by ABC TV sports officials asking him if he 
would be available Saturday for an interview 
during the Michigan-Michigan State football 
game. Yauck agreed to the interview. 

“They apparently were interested in some 
background on Wheatley (Tyrone),” Yauck said. 
“But, after what happened, I guess the interest 
wasn’t there.” 

What happened was State knocked off the 11 
point favorite Michigan and held Wheatley, the 
former Robichaud superstar and super Wolver- 


ine running back, to less than 50 yards rushing. 

It was the second shock for the veteran Robic- 
haud coach in two days. 

On Friday, the previously undefeated Bull 
dogs, ranked as high as second in the state Class 
B state rating, lost an 8-6 cliffhanger to nemesis, 
Highland Park. 

The loss was the first for the Bulldogs in the 
Suburban Athletic Conference and forced them 
to hand over to Oak Park a share of first place in 
the standings. 

“We did not play well against them (Highland 
Park), and our mistakes in the first half came 
back to haunt us,” Yauck added. 

The Bulldogs committed three fumbles, one of 
which set up the Polar Bears’ lone touchdown. 

Highland Park got on the scoreboard early in 
the second frame, with 10:52 remaining, after the 
hosts recovered a Bulldog miscue at the Robic- 
haud 24. Terrance Reed went in from the one, 
then scored the two- point conversion which 
turned out to be the difference in the game. 

After the intermission, the Bulldogs came 


back. Quarterback Matt Alexander, who took 
over from the injured Tom Massey, put together a 
midfield drive that ended with Brian Massey’s 
4 yard touchdown run. 

Robichaud’s attempt to even the score fell 
about a foot short. 

The Bulldogs had an opportunity to take com- 
mand of their own destiny, but they lost their 
chances on downs. In the final stanza, Robichaud 
drove from their own 45 to the Highland Park 
eight where a broken play and an errant pass 
ended their dreams. 

Gerald Rice, who rushed for 61 of the Bull- 
dogs’ 189-yard total on eight attempts, led the 
Bulldogs. Highland Park had a total of 140 yards, 
30 via the air. 

Robichaud can’t afford another SAC loss if 
they hope to claim the SAC crown. They will 
have an opportunity to redeem themselves Fri- 
day afternoon at Willow Run. The Flyers are 2 -4 
on the year after dropping a 26-10 decision to 
River Rouge last Friday.

Following a heated discus- 
sion at an earlier meeting, four 
of seven Westland City Council 
members approved the origi- 
nal nomination of William 
Ziemba to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals Monday night 

Ziemba’s appointment to 
the zoning board was ap- 
proved by council members 
Thomas Brown, Sandra Cic- 
irelli, Kenneth Mehl and 
Council President Charles 
Pickering, after a third consid- 
eration of the position by City 
Council.

The dispute arose over the 
original nomination of Ziemba 
by Brown and the second nom- 
ination of the alternate to the 
zoning board, Harold Frye, by 
Scott. 

Brown became angry when 
Cicirelli made a motion to ap- 
point Frye to the Zoning Board 
of Appeals at a Sept. 20 meet- 
ing. Brown argued that the 
original nomination was post- 
poned, and should therefore 
be considered by council be- 
fore any other nominations 
were taken. 

“There was a motion made 
Sept. 6 at which point the ac- 
tion was postponed,” Mehl 
confirmed. 

Brown argued with City At- 
torney Angelo Plakas and 
Council President Pickering 
regarding the rules of conduct 
for government bodies. 

“I’m not subject to two per- 
sons’ decisions as to who’s 
right and who’s wrong,” Brown 
responded. 

The disagreement led 
Plakas to investigate govern- 
ment procedure before any 
nominations were considered. 

Plakas told council mem- 
bers Monday night that the 
original nomination to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
should be considered before 
any other nominations were 
taken. 

“I apologize - sometimes 
giving an opinion from the seat 
of one’s pants is not always the 
best thing to do,” Plakas said. 

Following the nomination, 
Mehl suggested the council 
members adopt a policy that 
the person serving as an alter 
nate to the zoning board move 
up to the permanent position. 

Several council members 
agreed with Mehl’s proposal. 

“1 thought the alternate 
(Frye) should move up and 
make Ziemba the alternate,” 
Scott said. 


Professor dies of stroke 


‘Prayer Walk’ is planned " 


Curtis Stadtfeld, Eastern 
Michigan University (EMU) 
professor of English language 
and literature, died of a mas 
sive stoke on Oct. 3. 

The 58 year old Stadtfeld, 
who lived in Belleville, had 
been an EMU faculty member 
since 1966 when he served as 
director of information ser 
vices. He began teaching 
courses in English and jour- 
nalism in 1972. 

Stadtfeld worked as a re 
porter for the Maiguettc Mining 
Journal in 1958 59, the Jackson 
Citizen Patriot from 1959 to 
1962, and the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch from 1962 to 1964. He 
also worked as an account ex 
ecutive for a public relations 
firm from 1964 to 1966. 

“He was a gruff guy with a 
soft heart, and he taught jour 
nalism classes at EMU no one 
else is really qualified to 
teach,” said Dr. Marcia Dalbey, 
head of the Department of En 
glish Language and Literature. 
“A number of students found 
him helpful and instrumental 
in beginning their journalism 
careers. We will miss him a 
great deal.” 

Stadtfeld wrote several 
books, including From the 
Land and Back , an account of 
his childhood on a central 
Michigan farm, White Deer: A 
Year's Cycle and Magic of the 
Bant He also wrote short sto- 
ries for national magazines, 
and won the National Maga- 
zine Award for Excellence in 
reporting in 1977. He also 
owned and published the Clin - 
ton Local , a weekly newspaper, 
for several years. 

In a 1976 interview, 
Stadtfeld said he enjoyed 


it.

A taxing issue 

Governor’s tax reform 


By JOAN DYER-ZINNER

When Gov. John Engler de- 
signed his education reform 
plan, he looked upon it as a 
catalyst for change. 

“He presented his plan as 
an opportunity and a chal 
lenge to improve education,” 
said Sharon Rothwell, director 
of the Office of the State Em 
ployer, who represented the 
governor at an Oct. 8 meeting 
at Associated Newspapers. 

After Senate Bill 1 elimi- 
nated school property taxes, 
the governor developed a plan 
to replace the property taxes 
with a combination of taxes, 
and, at the same time, issued 
an education reform plan for 
Michigan schools.

“The governor believes that 
it is an ideal time to make 
changes in our educational 
system. There are many differ 
ent ways of educating children 
than the ones we now utilize, 
and one of the ways the gover- 
nor hopes to bring new cre- 
ativity into education is 
through charter schools,” Ro 
thwell said. “His plan calls for 
empowering children, fami 
lies, teachers and taxpayers. It 
provides an opportunity for 
school districts to make 
changes. 

“There is a role for every- 
one in the governor’s plan, and 
it is the responsibility for ev- 
eryone to make the plan 
work,” Rothwell said. 

“Property taxes have been 
too high in Michigan. When I

moved to the state from Dela- 
ware, I found my taxes were 
3 1/2 times higher in Michi- 
gan.” Rothwell said. “At the 
time, I wondered how elderly 
grandparents and people on 
fixed incomes were able to pay 
their taxes. Michigan taxes 
were listed as the 10th highest 
in the country and 30 percent 
higher than the national aver- 
age. The governor’s plan will 
put Michigan at 35th, instead 
of 10th among the 50 states.” 

Rothwell said the high prop- 
erty taxes not only have been a 
hardship on homeowners, but 
they have had a negative effect 
on the economy. 

“Our tax system has been 
out of balance. Businesses that 
want to relocate in Michigan 
look at our taxes before they 


make a decision. We need to 
put our taxes in balance,” Ro- 
thwell said. 

“Taxpayers are looking for 
the best buy for their dollars - 
in education as well as in 
other areas of their lives,” Ro- 
thwell said. “The driving force 
of the governor’s plan is to pro- 
vide the best schools for the 
dollars, and to provide parents 
and children with a choice.” 

One the most controversial 
parts of Engler’s plan is the 
formation of publicly char- 
tered schools, which may be 
established by school districts, 
universities, businesses or 
other groups, and would, in 
fact, compete with the public 
schools for per pupil tax dol- 
lars. 

The charter school, which

among them are: 

• Mother/child schools 
where the parent finishes high 
school classes while the child 
learn in Head Start or pre 
school. 

• Math/science schools to 
develop skills to enter the best 
universities. 

• History school at Green 
field Village, for example. 

• Art school at the Detroit 
Institute of Arts, for example. 

• Technical schools spon 
sored jointly by the auto com 
panies and the auto workers 
union.

The Wayne State University 
Public School, which opened 
this fall, is an example of a 
charter school, and is the first 
of its kind in Michigan.

Engler noted that the high 
school graduation rate in the 
state is barely above 70 per- 
cent, and, despite investing 
billions of dollars on kinder- 


garten through 12th grade edu 
cation, Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT) scores have re- 
mained virtually fiat. Only one 
in five 10th graders has been 
passing statewide mathema- 
tics test, and only two in five 
have been passing statewide 
reading and science tests, he 
said. 

Engler’s plan focuses on 
four areas: empowering kids, 
families, teachers and tax- 
payers. 

“We must empower our chil- 
dren - empower them with a 
world-class education so they 
can live, work and compete in 
a global marketplace,” Engler 
said. 

His plans calls for schools to 
redouble their efforts to 
achieve the National Educa- 
tion Goals, double the funding 
of early childhood education, 
develop a world-class core cur 
rieulum and institute en- 
dorsed diplomas and the 
Michigan Education Warranty. 

“We must empower our fam- 
ilies with more choice,” said 
Engler. “And, this means giv- 
ing moms and dads the free- 
dom to send their kids to a 
school they think is best. Pub- 
lic education is a monopoly, 
and monopolies don’t work. 
Why? Because in a monopoly, 
customers don't come first.” 

Engler’s plan would allow 
children to attend schools out 
of their district, create new 
charter schools, provide a min-

for change in state education financing 


imum foundation grant of 
$4,500 to each student and cre- 
ate a Student Education Band 
Account, which could offset 
the cost of tuition at a commit 
nity college, university or tech 
nical school. In addition, 
“report cards” will be issued 
to inform the public as to the 
test scores, staff to pupil ratio 
and salary levels in each dis- 
trict. 

“The third principle is to 
empower our teachers - free 
up teachers to do what they do 
best - teach and inspire,” En 
gler said. 

Engler proposes allowing 
teachers to start their own 
charter schools or convert the 
school in which they teach. He 
also stated, “No public school 
teacher should be compelled 
to be in a union to teach in the 
classroom,” a statement that 
has drawn criticism from the 
teachers’ unions. 

“Now, when we cut property 
taxes, we accepted the obliga 
tion to find replacement reve- 
nue and fund our schools,” 
Engler said. 

State Treasurer Doug Ro- 
berts advised him that what- 
ever taxes were adopted, they 
should be pro-growth, because 


“you can’t move education for 
ward by moving the economy 
backward.” 

Engler’s education funding 
plan to replace the $6 billion 
in school property taxes in- 
cludes a one half percent in- 
crease in the Single Business 
Tax rate, a 4 percent home- 
stead transfer tax, a 50-cent 
hike on each package of ciga- 
rettes, a 16 mill property tax 
on business, second homes 
and non resident property, 
and a 2 cent hike in the sales 
tax. 

On Feb. 8, a constitutional 
amendment will be on a state- 
wide ballot to increase the 
sales tax by 2 cents, effective 
immediately; permanently 
eliminate local school operat- 
ing taxes for all but 35 school 
districts, earmark all existing 
and new kindergarten through 
12th grade revenues to the 
School Aid Fund (including lo- 
ttery), and abolish the State 
Tax Commission and reform 
the State Board of Education. 

Engler also proposes to 
“sunset” the sales tax hike in 
2000, so that every voter will 
have the opportunity to review 
how well the tax reform plan 
has worked.

A Westland man, who 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
wearing a disguise with intent 
to intimidate or obstruct an of 
ficer, w r as placed under advise- 
ment for six months by 18th 
District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos on Thursday. 

Harlan Cecil Burgess, 22, 
could have been sentenced to 
up to one year in jail and a 
$100 fine for the offense, but 
Bokos told the defendant the 
court would eliminate the 
charges from his record as 
long as Burgess does not com 
mit a similar offense within 
the six-month period. 

Burgess was arrested 
around midnight on May 16 af- 


ter a witness reported a possi- 
ble armed robbery in progress 
at the Total gas station located 
at 37345 Cherry Hill Road in 
Westland, Westland police 
Lieutenant Dan Pfannes said. 

Although a robbery had not 
been committed, Burgess was 
arrested for wearing a ban- 
dana across his face while pa- 
tronizing the gas station. 
Burgess was also wearing a 
baseball cap and dark sun 
glasses at the time of his ar- 
rest, Pfannes said 

The original charges of wea- 
ring a mask in public were dis- 
missed during a preliminary 
trial in September and Bur- 
gess was charged with wearing 
a mask with intent to obstruct 
an officer. 

When Pfannes arrived at 


the gas station that night, he 
saw r two males walking in front 
of the store, one of whom u f as 
Burgess, Pfannes said. 

“When he turned and faced 
me, he was wearing a baseball 
cap, dark sunglasses and a 
bandana,” Pfannes testified. 

The officer said he searched 
Burgess and, finding no 
weapons, went inside the store 
to inquire if the station had 
been robbed. The attendant 
said there was no robbery and 
that Burgess had made a pur 
chase at the store. 

According to Pfannes, other 
store patrons believed a rob 
bery had taken place.

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‘No Place to be Somebody’ is the place for everybody

Raw talent. That might best 
describe Philip Michael 
Thomas who is starring in 
Charles Gordone’s Pulitzer 
play No Place To Be Somebody 
at the Fisher Theatre through 
Oct 17. 

A black bar owner in New 
York’s Greenwich Village 
wants to outwit the white ma- 
fia that run things in his neigh 
borhood. The colorful cast of 
qliaracters that frequent 
Johnny’s Bar include an ex- 
con, call girls, police, a mafia 
hood, and Gabe Gabriel, an 
itinerant actor and writer 
played by Thomas. 

All these individuals seek a 
‘•place to be somebody”-a 
place, an identity, a reason for 
being, for breathing and for 
living. 

- Best known for his starring 
role as Ricardo Tubbs in 
Miami Vice , Thomas, 44, is re- 
served when talking about his 
family life which he prefers to 
keep private. 

He has much to say, how- 
ever, about the importance of 
making the most out of each 
moment of life. 

Thomas definitely walks 
what he talks. Throughout the 
last 25 years of his acting ca- 
reer, he has achieved success 
on; stage as well as before tele- 
vision and film cameras. 

•Tie has fond memories 
about the first time he ap- 
peared before a live audience. 

“Always the first time is 
very memorable,” Thoma c 


said. “The first time I ever au- 
ditioned for a live stage perfor- 
mance was in 1968 for Hair. 

“I saw the play in March of 
1968 Ben Vereen was in it at 
that particular time, and I said 
to myself, ‘Man, I sure would 
like to work with that guy.’” 

Thomas ended up working 
with the Hair production for 18 
months. After Hair , he then 
starred in No Place To Be Some- 
body on Broadway for 11 
months. 

“It was the first time I met 
Charles Gordone, and he left 
such an indelible impression 
on me,” Thomas said. ‘‘I’ve 
been in love with his work and 
him as a human being for so 
many years which is why after 
22 years I’ve come back to star 
in No Place. 

“I not only love it as a play, 
but I think it would be a fantas- 
tic movie. I hope that Warner 
Brother, who owns the rights, 
will take it off the shelf be- 
cause it’s timely. You have all 
the designers now making 
clothes that go back to the 
1960s.” 

Thomas’ acting career be- 
gan in a 1968 San Francisco 
production of Hair. His por- 
trayal of the characters Hud 
and Burger in Hair lead to a 
starring role on Broadway in 
No Place To Be Somebody. 

The next big break for 
Thomas came when he landed 
the lead role in the film Spar- 
kle where he played opposite 
Irene Cara. 

In addition to the 11 films, 
~homas also appeared in 
many popular television shows

eight brothers and sisters. It 


including: Starsky and Hutch , 
Good Times , Trapper John , 
Wonder Woman , Police Woman 
and Toma. 

The epic saga Roots: The 
Next Generation included 
Thomas in the all-star cast. 
The ABC movie The Wack At- 
tack earned him an Emmy 
nomination. 

Life for Thomas was not all 
stage lights and applause. The 
multi- talented celebrity spent 
four years of his childhood in 
Columbus, Ohio where he 
grew up as the second child of 


was in 1953 when the family 
moved to California where 
Thomas spent the majority of 
his childhood. 

Besides acting, Thomas has 
a love for music. He said his 
family used to sing in church 
together. 

“I started singing in school 
like in competitions when I 
was around 11 years old,” 
Thomas said. “The first time I 
ever won a talent show I sang 
Rockin' Robbin. So when I do 
my world tour and go down 


memory lane as to how my ca- 
reer blossomed, I’ll have that 
and a few other songs as to 
what I’ll express about my 
life.” 

Thomas said his love for act- 
ing and music began “from the 
time I came out of the womb.” 

“It started from when I hit 
my first note...waa, waa,” said 
Thomas. “My mother sings con- 
stantly. I remember always 
hearing her sing so I think 
that’s part of the reason why I 
got into it 

“You know I really never in- 
tended to be an actor. I wanted 
to be a singer.” 

Thomas plays the piano, 
guitar, horns and drums. He 
said he can pick up almost any 
instrument and know how it 
works. 

In 1986, Thomas released 
his first album Living The Book 
Of My Life. 

“The first song I remember 
writing is All My Love ,” Thomas 
said. “The album is a compila- 
tion of songs from 1968 to 1983. 
In 1983 I went to Jamaica, and 
that’s where I recorded All My 
Love. 

“Each one of those songs 
has a story to it I fell in love in 
1968. and I had to write this 
song. I had eyes for this young 
lady, and I didn’t know how to 
talk to her so I started writing 
this song.” 

Thomas is currently work- 
ing on his next album Music Is 
My Mistress in French, Spanish 
and English. 

Fans of Thomas will soon be 
able to see him in a television 
mini- series Extra Large which 


is currently being shown in 
Europe. It is expected to be 
coming to the U.S. in the near 
future. 

“It’s a dramatic comedy,” 
Thomas said. “It’s kind of a 
take off on Miami Vice with the 
number of car chases. I play 
this cartoonist from France, 
and I see this guy playing horn 
in a jazz club one night, and I 
start drawing him. He sees me 
and ends up handcuffing me 
and takes me to his apartment 
and starts interrogating me. 

“From then on we start 
working together as partners 
because he is a detective. It got 
the highest ratings in Italian 
television.” 

Thomas already has his 
next film work lined up for 
1994. In January the produc- 
tion of Blackmail will begin in 
Guadeloupe. The production 
is also expected to visit Detroit 
for two weeks of filming. 

“After that I star in a film in 
Paris called Magnet ,” Thomas 
said. 

What this star’s motto for 
success? 

“Be past present, and future 
present, but always in the pre- 
sent now,” Thomas said. “Yes- 
terday is a cancelled check, 
tomorrow is a promissory note 
and today is cash in hand. 
We’re given 86,400 seconds a 
day. How will you spend those 
seconds?”

Nostalgia is key to 1994 
Ford Mustang appeal 


The redesign of the 1994 
Ford Mustang - which com- 
bines nostalgic and modern 
styling - is aimed at capturing 
the fancy of the nation as the 
original pony car did 30 years 
ago. 

“We feel that this car will 
appeal to young and older 
buyers alike,” predicted Ross 
H. Roberts, Ford vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
Ford Division. 

Ford expects that the car 
will attract current owners 
who purchase Mustangs be- 
cause of its performance. But, 
a larger group of Americans 
will renew interest in the Mus- 
tang because changes to the 
body and chassis of the vehicle 
markedly improve its ride and 
handling.

Chevrolet offers affordable quality vehicles 


After repelling the spectre 
of the foreign imports taking 
over the country and finally 
shaking the doldrums of reor- 
ganization, the last thing Gen- 
eral Motors needs is a strike. 

“A strike would be devastat- 
ing to the industry,” said Tom 
Gillies, general manager if the 
Ypsilanti-based Jack Webb 
Chevrolet dealership. “Our 
cars are selling, people are 
back in the showrooms and we 
are upbeat about the future. 

“If a strike comes, it will 
make used car dealers out of 
all of us.” 

Gillies said that the dealer- 
ship is low on inventory “and 
could possibly survive a 60-day 
strike. But, anything beyond 
that and we would be in trou- 
ble.” 

Gillies stressed that a short 
strike would have little if any 
impact, but a long one would 
cripple General Motors. 

The UAW is seeking from 
General Motors a pattern- 
setting contract it recently 
inked with Ford Motor Com- 
pany. UAW officials threaten a 
work stoppage if they do not 
get a duplicate agreement. 

General Motors* response to 
the UAW has been that it can’t 
afford it. The corporation is 
reeling from losses in the bil- 
lions and an agreement fash- 
ioned after the one UAW 
signed with Ford would crip- 
ple the world’s largest auto- 
manufacturing corporation. 

Despite the shadow of a 
strike, Gillies said he and the 
industry remain upbeat and 
optimistic because of the tra- 


ditional and new line of Chevy 
products which includes a 
high-styled Camaro convert 
ible, introduced in the spring 
of this year; the introduction of 
a redesigned Monte Carlo and 
an affordable Cavalier 

“For your dollar, I don’t 
think you’ll be able to find a 
better buy than a Chevrolet. 

The Camaro convertible is 
one of the hottest selling vehi 
cles in the country today. 

The new Camaro features a 
completely redesigned body 
and significant mechanical im- 
provements. All classic Cam 
aro ingredients were retained

front end, and brawny wheels 
and tires. 

Camaro’s standard 3.4-liter 
V6 engine improves on its pre- 
decessor by delivering 20 more 
horsepower and 20 additional 
pound-feet of torque - with an 
added benefit of improved 
fuel economy.

And officials at Chevrolet 
say that consumers are al- 
ready lining up to purchase 
the former muscle car. 

“There has been a lot of con 
sumer interest and demand for 
the Impala, and that’s why 
General Motors has appar- 
ently decided to bring that line 
back,” notes Joseph Schaefer, 
sales manager at Krug Chevro- 
let in Taylor. “I think you’re 
going to find that because of 
the quality products General 
Motors is offering in its new 
line of vehicles, more people 
will be buying GM products in 
the coming months. 

Wall Street apparently 
agrees. Auto stocks are making 
a comeback after being soft for 
the past few years. 

“The momentum is defi- 
nitely changed in favor of Gen- 
eral Motors,” Schaefer added. 
“This is happy news for all of 
us.” 

Schaefer also does not see a 
work stoppage over contracts 
at General Motors this year. 

“I feel the negotiating teams 
on both sides of the bargaining 
table realize that a strike 
would hurt everyone,” Schae- 
fer continued. “It would not 
help anyone - that’s certain.” 

Schaefer also said that he is 
seeing a lot more traffic in the 
dealership showroom in re- 
cent weeks. He feels that mes- 
sage is out that Chevy has the 
best product for the money.

more hip room and head room 
as well. Complementing the 
new spacious interior are new 
trim, new seats and a new in- 
strument panel with business- 
like analog gauges, including 
fuel level, oil pressure, coolant 
temperature, voltmeter, speed- 
ometer and trip odometer. 

Rotary controls for the 
heater/ventilation/AC system 
are convenient and easy to op- 
erate. On 4-by4 models with 
optional electronic transfer 
case, the switches are ribbed 
to make fingertip identifica- 
tion easy. With the uplevel 
trim, two auxiliary 12-volt 


power outlets are provided for 
cellular telephones and other 
accessories. 

Base models come standard 
with equipment that either 
was not available or was op- 
tional last year, including such

Camry unveils electronically 
controlled new transmission

They are sleek, comfortable 
and have a lot of style. 

The lineup for the 1994 
Camry Toyotas has something 
for everyone, according to Ken 
Joswiak, general manager for 
La Fontaine Toyota, 2027 Tele- 
graph in Dearborn. 

“New for the Camry is the 
two-door, ” Joswiak said. 
“There is also the dual air- 
bags. This is considered a fam- 
ily car.” 

Camry V-6 models get 
cleaner emissions with a boost 
in power and fuel economy 
due to an all-new aluminum 
V-6 engine teamed with an 
intelligence-equipped 
electronically-controlled 
transmission. 

The midsize 1994 Camry 
lineup offers seven sedan 
models, three station wagon 
models with an optional third 
seat, and five versions of the 
new coupe. 

An anti-lock brake system is 
optional on all 1994 Camry 
models to prevent wheel lock- 
up during severe braking. 

Complementing Camry’s 
dual air bags are emergency 
locking retractors (ELR) and 
automatic locking retractors 
(ALR) for all passenger seat- 
belts. 

The ALR/ELR belts can be

need for seatbelt clips. 

Because of the passenger- 
side air bag, forward-facing 
child seats can be used in the 
front passenger seat, but rear- 
facing child seats should be 
used only in the rear pas- 
senger seats. 

“Popular colors for the 
Camry this year include a dark 
green, black, almond beige, 
white and silver," Joswiak 
said. “Prices range between 
$16,000 to $27,000.“ 

For V-6 Camry models, the 
all-new aluminum 3.0-liter V-6 
engine produces 188 horse- 
power at 5,200 rmp and maxi- 
mum torque of 203 lb. -ft. at 
4,400 rpm. 

The V-6 features an im- 
proved emissions control sys- 
tem in all 50 states that meets 
stringent new 1994 emissions 
requirements. 

It is 68 pounds lighter than 
the 401 -pound iron-block V-6 
engine of the 1993 Camry, and 
also offers better preliminary 
Environmental Protection 
Agency estimated city/highway 
fuel economy: 18/25 with the 
new V^5, versus 18/24 for the 
1993 Camry V-6.

Police said the victim followed 
the man and began banging on the 
door, when he opened the door, 
yelled “I hate you" at the woman, 
struck her in the face several times 
and left the residence. 

The case is currently under in- 
vestigation. 

Racial slurs trigger 
school fight 

Canton police have received a re- 
port of racial harassment from the 
mother of a 9-year-old child. 

According to police, the African- 
American boy was subjected to the 
harassment of Caucasian class- 
mates at Field Elementary School 
Sept. 21 and 22.

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Witness testifies siblings killed for $40,000

A telephone call from the Wayne County Jail 
may have triggered the death of an alleged Inkster 
drug dealer. 

The collect call, accepted by a friend of accused 
killers, 15-year-old Clinton Cheeks, and his 17 
year-old sister, Krystal, was from a convicted felon 
who offered Krystal Cheeks $40,000 to kill David 
Pasley, according to testimony presented Wednes- 
day in 22nd District Court. 

Pasley was gunned down in his home on Walnut 
Street on Sept. 26. He died of multiple gunshot 
wounds to the body and the head. 

The suspects were arraigned and charged on 
Oct. 1 with felony murder, premeditated murder 
and felony firearms. Although juveniles at the 
time of their arrests, Inkster police petitioned and 
obtained waivers from the Wayne County Juvenile 
Courts to try the brother and sister as adults. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Robert Do- 
naldson called four witnesses to testify, including 
17-year-old Marie Shelby, who described herself 
as a friend of the defendants. 

Donaldson also called to the witness stand 
Charles Pasley, the victim’s brother, and Gregory 
Leon Jordan, an uncle. 

Clinton Cheeks was represented in court by De- 
troit attorney Eric S. Handy; Krystal Cheeks’ by 
Mary Ellen O’Connell. 

It was Shelby’s testimony that placed the defen-

dants at the murder scene and also may have pro- 
vided a window on the motive. She told Judge 
Sylvia James and a packed courtroom on Wednes- 
day that the accused may have killed Pasley for 
$40,000, an offer made by a mutual acquaintance 
that is presently incarcerated in Wayne County. 

During court testimony, the suspect in what may 
have been a conspiracy to kill the former Inkster 
High School basketball star was identified as 
Maurice Presly, also known as “Reecie". 

During her testimony, Shelby said that she and 
the defendants were at the Cheeks’ home on Isab- 
elle Street the day that Pasley was killed. She said 
that shortly before noon on Sept. 26 the telephone 
rang. Shelby said that although she was a guest at 
the house - she had gone there to pick up some 
clothes she had lent the defendant Krystal, she 
answered the phone and it “was a collect call from 
Reecie." 

She said that she handed the phone to Krystal 
and “I just stood there." 

“What did Krystal say, if anything afterwards?" 


Donaldson asked. 

“Krystal said that Reecie wanted her to kill 
Bird and that she was going up there to do it," 
replied Shelby. 

David Pasley was known to his friends by the 
nickname “Bird". 

Shelby said “I thought they were playing”, but 
said when she saw Krystal with a gun she wasn’t 
too sure. 

The witness went on to testify that she, Krystai 
and Clinton Cheeks w f alked to “Bird’s house on 
Walnut Street.. .they went in and I walked away. 
About a half-hour later I heard gunshots. Pow. 
Pow. Pow." 

The witness said that she later met up with the 
defendants. She said that Krystal and Clinton 
were arguing over whether to keep or dispose of 
the gun. 

Upon cross-examination by Handy, Shelby ad- 
mitted that she has had arguments with Krystal in 
the past. That she had only recently renewed her 
relationship with the accused. 

“Isn’t it true that you were banned from the 
Cheeks home?" Handy asked, “because you are 
argue.” 

“No," replied Shelby. 

Asked by Handy why she didn’t go to the police 
about the information she had or warn the victim 
whom she also knew, Shelby reiterated her earlier 
statement that she believed the Cheeks “were

Local groups host 
graduate's benefit

Timothy Cassidy, a graduate of John Glenn High School 
in Westland, will be the focus of an Oct. 23 fundraising 
event to help Cassidy and his parents offset the medical 
expenses Cassidy will incur throughout his life. 

Donations totaling more than $3,000 have already been 
sent by various individuals across the country, according 
to Jeff Yoshikawa, a member of Post 3323 and the Wolver- 
ine Chapter of the 82nd Airborne Association. 

“It’s fantastic. We’ve had 100 percent response on this ... 
from all kinds of people,” Yoshikawa said. 

Bob Watkins of Westland encouraged the drive to help 
the Cassidy family with the financial obligations the acci- 
dent incurred. 

“I wrote letters to 164 military organizations to have 
national support for Tim," said Watkins, a member of the 
82nd Airborne Association Wolverine Chapter and a fam- 
ily friend. 

“We think the world of Tim," Watkins said. 

Watkins said Cassidy is still receiving antibiotics to 
fight infection, but is expected to be fitted for prosthetic 
legs soon. 

Watkins said Cassidy wanted to go to jump school and 
be a regular member of the 82nd Airborne, like his father 
Chester Cassidy, who is also a Post 3323 member. 

“We want to help Tim be all he can be," Watkins said. 

The fundraiser will be two-part, including a senior 
prom for Cassidy and his ex-classmates from 12 to 5 p.m, 
and a dinner dance, scheduled from 7 p.m. to 12 a.m. A $12 
per person donation will be taken for the dinner dance,

which includes guest speakers who will present Cassidy 
with the donated money. 

“We’ll have a catered dinner and the food is being 
donated," said Yoshikawa. 

A $5 donation will be asked from each person attending 
the prom, which includes food and dancing. 

“Since Tim couldn’t make it to his own prom, we’re 
going to bring the prom to Tim," Watkins said. 

The accident occurred the afternoon before Cassidy’s 
high school prom on May 27 when Cassidy drove off with 
17-year-old Joseph Wagner after buying flowers for the 
prom. Wagner’s 1985 Mazda ran out of gas and stalled on 
Ford Road, between Carlson and Wayne roads, just before 
3 p.m., Westland police said. 

Cassidy, a former wrestling team letter-winner at John 
Glenn High School, got out of the car to push it from the 
rear, when the vehicle driven by off-duty police officer 
Timothy Kennedy, who apparently failed to see him in the 
fight lane, crushed Cassidy between the two cars, police 
said.

Charter schools would challenge structure

Creation of charter schools would “rock me boat" of 
traditional education, but supporters of the plan believe it 
would open opportunities and challenges for better educa- 
tion. 

In his Education Reform Plan, Gov. John Engler pre- 
dicted that “publicly-chartered schools could literally re- 
define educational opportunity in Michigan." 

Engler noted that the first such school in the state, one 
operated by Wayne State University, has already opened its 
doors. 

“Seven other states have them, and they have the poten 
tial of revolutionizing the way public education is deliv- 
ered to our children," the governor said. “They would be 
freed up from some of the bureaucratic rules and regula 
tions that have choked off innovation in many of our public 
schools." 


Engler noted that, in our present education system, Lee 
Iacocca can’t teach business, General Colin Powell can’t 
teach history and Justice Dorothy Comstock Riley can’t 
teach civics. The charter schools, on the other hand, could 
open their doors to the talent and experience of the com- 
munity. 

“We must empower our children empower them with a 
world-class eudcation so they can live, work and compete 
in a global marketplace." Engler said. “Is our aim high? 
You bet it is, because second place isn’t good enough. We 
are not just competing with neighbors like Ohio and Indi- 
ana, but with distant economic powers in Asia and Europe. 
My vision is to have Michigan graduates able to compete 
with anybody. anywhere." 

One of the ways tnat Engler hopes to improve education 
is through the establishment of specialized charter schools. 


Several city zoning viola- 
tions were charged against the 
planned environmental waste 
injection well project in Ro- 
mulus, the object of repeated 
citizen criticism in recent 
weeks.

EDS earlier had received 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) permits to begin 
drilling for the 4,000-foot-deep 
well. The EPA permits cover 
underground environmental 
projects and the DNR permits 
cover the ground level issues. 

McAnally said she would 
fully explain the ordinance vi- 
olations publicly Monday, 
since various city officials 
were visiting the EDS property 
Friday. 

Less than 48 hours earlier, 
swarms of angry Romulus resi 
dents continued their vehe 
ment opposition to the 
opening of the Class 1 deep 
disposal well, with many de 
manding that the owners and 
operators, EDS, quit their ef 
forts and move out of town. 

The Wednesday night so- 
called “grass roots citizen’’ 
turnout energized several city 
council campaigns, even 
though incumbent council can 
didates stated they were never 
given the opportunity to vote 
“yes" or “no" on the well being 
located within the city. 

McAnally said the Friday vi- 
olations would have been 
made at that time, whether the 
public outcry had come or not. 
“While we need the support of 
the people on this issue. ..it 
also was the first opportunity' 
for us to file any ordinance vio-

“I look back to all of the bosses that I’ve had in the past, and I try to follow 
the example of the good ones and not repeat the mistakes of the bad ones.” 

The program director also believes employees should feel that they are part of the team. 

“I include them as a part of whatever we do. I want them to feel an ‘ownership in the program. 
Cameron said. “I also try to always provide positive feedback. 

“And, when it comes to pitching in to help, I think it’s important for me to help out when other 
staff members are busy,” Cameron said. “We’re all buddies.” 

Cameron has been a registered nurse for nine years. Prior to taking her present position, she 
served as a unit manager of an in-patient psychiatric unit and a staff nurse in a day treatment 
center.

According to the governor's 
plan, a charter school may be 
organized by parents, 
teachers, a university, commu- 
nity college or any non profit 
organization. These schools 
would be staffed by a group of 
certified teachers with a 
shared educational philoso 
phy and sponsored by a public 
chartering authority 

In the charter petition, the 
educational outcomes for the 


pupils, the curriculum offered, 
the admission policy, school 
calendar and schedule, staff 
and parent responsibilities 
and the governance structure 
must be outlined. An assur- 
ance in the petition must be 
given that the curriculum will 
not include religious instruc- 
tion. 

After a seven-year, renew- 
able charter is obtained, the 
school could be open to any 
pre kindergarten to 12th grade 
student in the state. Funding 
would be equal to the per- 
pupil spending of the local dis- 
trict in which the charter

school is located, up to a maxi 
mum of $5,500. 

Charter schools could focus 
on math, science, history, arts, 
technology or any special 
field. They could take the form 
of highly disciplined training 
schools for youths on proba 
tion or address the educa- 
tional needs of both mothers 
and children 

The following types of char 
ter schools could be estab 
lished: 

• School with an existing 
school, whereby a vocational 
school-to work transition pro- 
gram could be co sponsored by 


a local business. The school 
could operate on the same site 
under a lease agreement with 
the local school board or at the 
facility of the business co- 
sponsor.

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Bonsai experts share 
tree history, unique 
pruning techniques

They are the kind of friends 
that only require a little water, 
some sunshine and lots of ten- 
der loving care. 

In return, these quiet com- 
panions not only provide a 
roomful of beauty, but they can 
also ease the stress from a long 
day. 

Bonsai plants have fasci- 
nated their custodians for hun 
dreds of years. The twisted 
branches and elegant trunks 
are believed to have come 
from the Japanese, but actu 
ally, they are a product of the 
Chinese, according to A1 and 
Debra Klopman from Fuji 
Bonsai in Royal Oak. 

The Klopmans recently vis- 
ited the Keller and Stein Flor- 
ist and Greenhouse in Canton 
Township to provide some in- 
sight on how to take care of 
Bonsai plants as well as offer a 
bit of history on how they be- 
came so popular. 

“The Bonsai plants date 
trarrk to- the 7th century in 
China,” Klopman said.. “As 
Buddhist monks traveled to Ja 
pan, they brought with them 
some of the trees. 

“In 1898 the Bonsai was 


brought to the western world. 
An exhibition of the plants 
took place in Washington in 
1918.” 

The Bonsai became popular 
in the U.S. when soldiers in 
World War II brought back 
trees when they returned 
home, according to Klopman. 

“Today more than 15,000 
people own Bonsai trees,” 
Klopman said. 

Another misconception 
about Bonsai plants is that 
they are all Evergreen trees. 

“The kind of trees you can 
use for a Bonsai plant are re- 
ally limitless,” Klopman said. 
“You can use anything from an 
elm to an orange tree. It just 
has to be the kind that can be 
constrained to a small con- 
tainer.” 

There are many tools and 
devices to personalize a Bon 
sai tree to the owner’s liking. 

“To dwarf leaves, all you 
need to do is deprive the tree 
of a little water,” Klopman 
said. “You have to remember 
to pluck the leaves when they 
die in order to have enough air 
for the other leaves ” 

The Klopmans brought nu- 


merous Bonsai trees to Keller 
and Stein for the demonstra 
tion which included an Austra 
lian Brush Cherry and a 
Kingsille Boxwood. One tree 
trunk was nearly 100 years old. 

Klopman said he houses ap- 
proximately 12,000 Bonsai 
trees at his establishment in 
the summer and 8,000 in the 
winter. He said he and his wife 
also grow their own Bonsai 
trees. 

“To weight a branch, you 
can take a fish weight and 
hang it over the branch,” Klop 
man said. “You have to do this 
slowly. You can decrease the 
weight as the branches bend 
and get Firm.” 

Depending on the tree, 
there are some which have 
branches strong enough to sus- 
tain the weighing process, 
however, there are others 
which have a tendency to be 
come brittle. 

“You can spend a lot of 
money on Bonsai tools,” Klop 
man said “I use chopsticks to 
loosen the soil when I'm 
changing the pots. You have to 
be very careful because some 
roots are extremely sensitive.” 


Klopman said the Black Ol- 
ive Bonsai trees grow in a 
hexagon shape and don’t like 
to have their roots touched at 
all. 

“There are 20 different 
ways, styles you can trim a 
tree,” Klopman said. “You 
have the informal, slant and 
cascade. Other things you have 
to worry about include the 
kind of soil you use. If you have 
a tree that needs heavy or 
thicker soil, you should use 
what’s appropriate to that 
tree.” 

In terms of light, all Bonsai 
trees should have a light 
source as close to the tree as 
possible, Klopman said. Who 
can be a Bonsai owner? Any- 
one who has patience, accord 
ing to Klopman. 

“The trick is to have more 
than one tree to work on so you 
have more than one friend to 
play with.” 

Anyone interested in find 
ing out more about how to take 
care of Bonsai tree can call 
Klopman at 544 2651. 


Al Klopman informed onlookers at Keller and Stein Florist that Bonsai 
owners must be extremely careful when trimming the various leaves in 
order to avoid cutting an entire branch. 
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Longlasting cosmetic technique arrives in Wayne

Beauty for a lifetime. That’s 
something most of us have 
dreamt about, but never 
thought could be a reality. 

A unique cosmetic tech- 
nique, however, is gaining pop- 
ularity and is continuing to 
receive loud applause from 
those individuals who have de- 
cided that permanent make up 
is the key to everlasting ele- 
gance 

Jolee Breyer and Lisa Marie 
Loren, owners of Eternal Es- 
thetics in Wayne, are providing 
their permanent make up ser- 
vice to residents in western 
Wayne County. 

Permanent make up is actu- 
ally an enhancement of facial 
features which involves a safe 
and painless application of 
natural earth pigments, ac- 
cording to the two experts. 

Loren and Breyer mastered 
the technique while working 
at Tamara’s Institut De Beaute 
in Farmington Hills. 

“While we were working at 


the spa, we started realizing 
that a great majority of the cus- 
tomers were coming from 
Wayne, Canton, Livonia and 
other areas in Wayne County,” 
Loren said. “We thought it 
would be a great convenience 
for residents in this area to re 
ceive the permanent make-up 
application without having to 
drive so far from their homes.” 

Eternal Esthetics, 35084 
Chestnut, also specializes in 
applications and instructional 
courses in beauty and skin 
care. 

“I’ve been a make-up artist 
for the last eight years,” Loren 
said. “What we wanted to do 
was offer a make-up service to 
customers that was affordable 
as well as convenient” 

The atmosphere at the facil- 
ity is relaxing, elegant and 
friendly. Before any type of 
make up application process 
begins, the two owners sit 
down with the client to discuss 
the various methods of beauty 
enhancement 

“We both sit with the client 
in order to present many 


ideas,” Breyer said. “Some- 
times we have different recom- 
mendations for the client, and 
that allows the individual to 
decide on their own.” 

Permanent make up is ideal 
for working women; those in 
dividuals with visual or dex- 
terity impairments; women 
suffering from hair loss; wo- 
men prone to allergies or wo- 
men who would just like to 
enhance their natural beauty, 
according to Breyer. 

“With permanent make up, 
you only work on the top three 
layers of the skin,” Loren said. 
“We start by applying an anes- 
thetic to the area we work on. 

“It’s such a wonderful idea 
because it’s long lasting and so 
natural looking.” 

Margie Gutschetl from Troy 
recently had permanent make- 
up applied to her eyebrows 
and said she would highly rec- 
ommend the permanent tech- 
nique. 

“I decided to do this be- 
cause I have one eye that is 
higher than the other, and with 
the permanent make-up, they 
were able to level my eye-

playing.” 

Handy attempted to dis- 
credit the witness on the 
gournds that she may have 
been romantically involveed 
with Pasley and offered the in- 
criminating testimony against 
his client because the witness 
was jealous.

Shelby said that shortly af- 
ter the shots were fired she 
saw a car “come down the 
street and park in front of the 
(victim’s) house.” She de- 
scribed the car as “red”. She 
also testified that she believed 
that there were two black 
males, in their 20s to 30s, in the 
vehicle. 

That testimony was not sup- 
ported by the two other wit- 
nesses who arrived at the 
scene during the shooting. 

Jordan testified that he and 
Charles Pasley had left the 
house and gone to Mac- 
Donald’s to buy lunch and that 
they had taken the victim’s 
1-year-old daughter with them. 
He said after returning to the 
house and parking behind the 
house they heard what ap- 
peared to be shots. 

Jordan told the court that 
Charles asked him to stay with 


the infant while he (Charles) 
rushed into the building from 
a side door. He said that he did 
not see Clinton or Krystal 
Cheeks coming out of the 
house. 

Charles Pasley testified that 
immediately after he entered 
the house he was fired upon, 
the bullets piercing a drywall. 
He said that there was a lot of 
gunfire in the building. 

“I pushed the door open and 
went in and hollered,” Charles 
Pasley continued. “I said ‘Who- 
ever you is, you better kill me 
because I’m going to kill you.” 

The witness said he found 
his brother lying on an up- 
stairs stairway in a pool of 
blood. 

Charles Pasley said that his 
brother kept five guns in the 
house, including an AK 47 
semiautomatic weapon.

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Ford expected to build parts center in Canton Township

Canton Township residents will welcome a new neighbor 
early next year. 

According to Ken Voyles, assistant to the township supervisor, 
“Ford Motor Company is scheduled to open a warranty parts 
return center in Capital Industrial Park,” a 97,000 square-foot- 
building currently under construction at Haggerty and Kopper- 
nick roads. 

Voyles indicated Ford Warranty Parts would lease only a few 
offices and the warehouse section in the $1.4 million building, 
leaving room for a second unnamed tenant. The building is 
owned by Cap Development. 

Joy Wolfe, representing public affairs for the Ford Motor Co. 
Customers Service Division, said, “The warranty parts return 
center is moving to Canton from Plymouth after 26 years because 
of space limitations.” 

The warranty parts return facility has three primary func- 
tions, indicated Wolfe. The facility, not open to the general pub- 
lic, inspects faulty parts returned by dealerships, sends parts 
out for remanufacturing and ships materials for recycling. 

“Engineers who inspect the parts needed more space,” said 
Wolfe. “They want to do more of their inspections in-house, and 
to do that they needed a bigger center.” 

The nine salaried employees and 28 hourly workers currently 
working in the Plymouth warranty parts return facility will relo- 
cate with the center. The center will not hire additional em- 
ployees. 

Canton Township Supervisor Tom Yack, said Canton will ben 
efit from the center. “Any time you bring additional jobs to the
